However, Professional Numismatists Guild, Inc., will make all reasonable 
i-iforts to resolve any dispute arising between purchaser or his assigns and seller, and if requested to do so by the purchaser or his assigns, 
will implement its regulations providing for compulsory arbitration. 

Both parties understand and agree that the submission of the third copy of this certificate to PNG for its permanent files requires, 
where necessary or practical, notification, cooperation and involvement by PNG with pertinent local, state and federal law enforcement agencies.’

THE PIMG DEALER'S CERTIFICATE OF TITLE, GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS 
AND REGISTRATION 


WHAT IS IT? 

The PNG dealer’s certificate of title and guarantee of genuineness is a written agreement between PNG member dealer and a buyer in 
which the seller carefully identifies a specific coin, token, medal or note and unconditionally guarantees that he has legal title to it; 
that it is genuine and that it will be registered by him with PNG. 

WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OF SUCH CERTIFICATE? . , 

The basic idea behind the PNG dealer’s certificate of title and guarantee of genuineness is the protection of the buyer when he does 
business with a dealer member of Professional Numismatists Guild, Inc. 

HOW DOES IT DIFFER FROM A BILL OF SALE? 

The information required by the PNG dealer’s certificate of title and guarantee of genuineness goes far beyond that given on any bill 
of sale, or, for that matter, in almost all fixed price lists or auction sale catalogues. When properly and carefully filled out, it provides 
specific and diagnostic data with respect to a particular numismatic item that can positively identify it in the event (1) its origin or 
history is questioned; (2) the genuineness of the described item is questioned; or (3) the described item is lost or stolen. 

IS IT INTENDED FOR ALL NUMISMATIC ITEMS? 

Yes. While one of the purposes is to form a scientific record or rare and valuable coins to facilitate positive identification, it may just 
as easily be used for tokens, medals and paper currency, with the same objective. 

WILL PNG DEALERS GIVE SUCH CERTIFICATES WITH ALL NUMISMATIC PURCHASES? 

No. The certificate is issued only upon request of the purchaser simultaneously with the actual sale or transfer. If the purchaser re¬ 
quests such certificate, the PNG dealer MUST COMPLY and issue such certificate. His refusal to do so will constitute the basis for a 
serious complaint when made to the President or Executive Secretary of PNG. 

IS SUCH CERTIFICATE ISSUED FREE OF CHARGE? 

Yes and No, depending upon the amount involved in the transaction. 

(a) For items sold for a price in excess of $1000.00, there is no fee charged of any kind; 

(b) For items sold for a price between $750.00 and $1000.00, there is a fee of $5.00; 

(c) For items sold for a price less than $750.00, the issuing dealer may establish his own fee up to and including $10.00. Obvious¬ 
ly, it is intended to utilize these certificates primarily for rare and valuable numismatic items. 

IS THE CERTIFICATE A PRIVATE MATTER BETWEEN BUYER AND SELLER? 

Yes and No. The certificate is prepared in triplicate, all three copies bearing the same registration number. Only the first two copies 
bear the name and address of the buyer. The buyer receives the original at the time of sale; the second copy is retained by the seller, 
and *he third copy is required to be placed in the permanent PNG files by the seller. 

IS THE CERTIFICATE AN ACTUAL INSTRUMENT OF AUTHENTICATION? 

No. The certificate is a GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS. A certificate of authentication would require detailed technical data, 
generally supported by documented information and/or actual scientific analyses or test results. 
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
